Arabs Plan Appeal to UN 
On Israel Settlement Plan

CAIRO, Sept. 4 (NYT).—Arab 
foreign ministers agreed today 
to urge the United Nations Gen- 
era] Assembly to condemn Israel's 
Settlement policy im the occupied 
Arab territories. 

A hard-line Syrian proposal for 
8 campaign to suspend Isreel 
from the UN and its specialized 
agencies was rejected and the 
more moderate Egyptian line 
adopted. 

The Arab League's ministerial 
meeting also approved of the ad- 
mission of Djibouti as the 
organization’s 224 member, but 
Postpaned a decision on the ap- 
plication οἵ another former 
French territory, the Comoros 
Islands. 


This routine meeting of the 
Arab League has taken on a sense 
of urgency in view of Israel's 
recent moves to expand Jewish 
settlements and legislation on 
the West Bank of the Jordan 
River. 

Tt is generally agreed that the 
Arab foreign ministers should 
present a wmified stand when 
they go to New York for the 
General Assembly later this 
month. 

Prince Sand al-Paisel, the 
Saudi foreign minister, who is 
chatrman of this session, ex- 
pressed the Arabs’ common con- 
cern over the Israeli settlements. 
In his opening address yester- 
day, Prince Saud warned that 
the Israeli moves were aimed at 
“changing the geographical, 
demographical and legal nature”

Romanian Dissidents Apparently Crushed 


BUCHAREST, Sept. 4 (NYT). 
—The Romanian human-rights 
movement, which began this year 
with an optimism and vigor un- 
usue] in this country, appears 
to have been crushed. 

The novelist Paul Goma, who 
became the movement's most ar- 
ticulate spokesman and leader, 
has been silenced. So heve 
hundreds of others who, five 
months ago, were signing protest 
petitions, appealing for support 
from international organisations 
and even steging modest public 
demonstrations. 

President Nicolae Ceausescu has 
sucteeded in eliminating visible 
dissent, and has done so with a 
relatively small amount of piysi- 
ca) force and imprisonment. 

Jailed for 5 Weeks 

Mr. Goma and some of his col- 
leagues were arrested April 1 but 
remained behind bars for only 
five weeks. On May 8, 19,000 
prisoners, including some politi- 
cal prisoners, were released in a 
general amnesty. Since then, 
despite the physical freedom of 
most if not all of the dissidents, 
none bas hed anything to say to 
outsiders. 

Mr. Goma was put to work in 
the National Librery in 
Bucharest, and he and his wife 
and infant son are said by the 


authorities to bave been given 
an apartment to replace the one 
they were evicted from at the 
time of his arrest. 

Acquaintances of Mr. Goma say 
he has refused to speak with 
foreigners since his release. 
Other former dissidents have 
become equally reticent; none 
has even offered to explain why. 

Efforts by a reporter to visit 
several at their homes failed. 
All had once been eager to talk 
about Romania and their prob- 
lems but now limited their re 
sponse to peering through the 
peepholes in their apartment 
doors. The few telephones that 
remained connected after the 
government's April sweep were not 
answered, nor were notes. 

“The dissidents have been hid- 
den away," & Romanian said, 
“like the rubble of downtown 
Bucharest after the esrthquake 
in March” The quake, which 
Killed more than 1,500 people, 
razed hundreds of buildings in 
the capital, Although the rubble 
has been removed, the great bare 
sites are conceajled by red and 
white panels.

Russia Believers Plead 


MOSCOW, Sept. 4 (AP).—In a 
public declaration of religit 
faith, 1,700 residents of Gor! 
have signed a petition asking the 
government to reopen one of the 
city’s closed churches. 

The petition’s organizers say 
they are being closely watched 
by local officials and that at- 
tempts are being made to stop 
them as they gather signatures, 

The document claimed that the 
Volga River city of Gorky, known 
as Nizhny Novgorod before the 
revolution and one of Russia's 
great religious centers, now has 
just three small Russian Ortho- 
dox churches for a population of 
nearly 1.5 million. 

Moscow, about 400 miles to the 
west, by comparison, has an 
estimated 100 open churches for 
8 population about four times 
Gorky’s size. 

Courageous Act 

The petition asked the govern- 
ment to allow its signers to use 
their own money and labor to 
renovate one of the city’s old 
churches that now stands unused 
and crumbling. 

The act of signing the petition 
is @ courageous one in a nation 
where demonstrations of belief 
can bring various forms of 
reprisals. 

Freedom of religion is formally 
guaranteed by the Soviet Consti- 
tution. But government policies 
are designed to keep religion con- 
fined and to promote the Com- 
munist theory that religion even- 
tually will die. 

Nevertheless, religious activists 
in Moscow see the Gorky pett- 
tion as one sign of a nationwide 
revival of religious interest that 
also shows itself in increased 
baptisms and growing church at- 
tendence by the young and “un- 
familiar faces.” 

But they also say the govern- 
ment is not likely to give in 
easily to the petition. According 
fo the Rev. Gleb Yakunin, who 
heads a group of church activists 
in Moscow, not 8. single church 
hhas been opened in Russia since 
World War ΤΙ. 

The - petition organizer, Ben- 
jamin ‘Kozulin, said that he 
realizes his chances of success 
are slim. “They're afraid that 
if they open a church for us, 
they'll heve to start opening 
churches in cities all across the 
country,” he said.

The 
whites, outnumbered 20 to 1 by black Rhode- 
sians, fear that majority rule would mean 
pillage and seizures of property. Blacks. 
assume that anything short of majority rule 
would simply mean continued white dami- 
_ nance. The British government, with the 
. active support of the United States, has now 
. published the outline of an extremely com- 
plex peace plan. Nobody can know at this 
point whether either side of the Rhodesian 
war will accept it. But the striking thing 
is that no one, so far, has flatly rejected it 
Tt is an intellectual challenge of consider- 
able dimensions: how to create a new gov- 
ernment strong enough to keep the peace 
without giving either side total sway over 
_the other. The British solution begins by 
‘asking Prime Minister Ian Smith and his 
government to step down and return the 
country to the colonial status against which 
it rebelled 12 years ago. Britain would then 
Ἢ appoint a commissioner to run the country 
.for a few months while elections were held 
under universal suffrage. The country would 
then become independent as the republic of 
Zimbabwe, under a constitution that is part 
of the deal, 
There would be a sweeping bill of rights, 
-put laws do not enforce themselves. The 
quéstion keeps coming back to the nuture 
‘of the future Zimbabwe national army. The 
British foreign secretary, David Owen, states 
that this army would be “based on the lib- 
eration forces,” although it would also -in- 
clude “acceptable elements” of the present 
white government's armed forces. “It is 
- self-evident that this army must be loyal to 
whoever is elected president ‘and whoever 
forms the new government of Zimbabwe.” 
said Mr. Owen. Loyalty, unfortunately, is 
hacd ‘or outsiders to guarantee. 
But for all of its obvious perils, this pro- 


posal enjoys one very great advantage: Ali 


of the alternatives are far more perilous. — 


Neither side can expect 8 quick mililary vic- 
tory, and both now understand the costs of 
prolonged fighting. The dismaying example 
of Angola is pushing everyone in the direc- 
tlon of realism The black forces finally won 
in Angola, but the various factions of those 
armies ate now at war with each other The 
presence of the Cuban contingents there 
provides a reminder to Africans of the temp- 
tation for other powers to fish in troubled 
waters. Meanwhile, the exodus of tne ter- 
rified Portuguese has all but destroyed An- 
gola's economy. Last year, for Rhodesia, 
the United States suggested an international 


‘fund to buy out the whites. There ts a fund 


in the present British plan, but it offers the 
present residents incentives to stay. 

This plan is the result of an extraordinary 
diplomatic exercise by the British and US 


governments. The American ambassador to _ 


the United Nations, Andrew Young, joined 
Mr. Owen in the long tour through African 
capitals — explaining, persuading, recruiting 
support — that finally ended in the Salisbury 


‘talks with Prime Minister Smith. Mr. Smith 


has applied a lot of unflattering adjectives 
to the plan, but, apparently, he is prepared 
to consider it a bit further. 

If this plan collapses. the resuit will be 
bloodshed and desolation on a widening 
scale. But if it holds up, Zimbabwe's neigh- 
bors and a good many other infiuential 
countries will share a degree of zesponsi- 
bility for peace and stability there, That is 
an extraordinary asset for a new nation. It 
is still far from clear that a peaceful settle~ 
ment is possible in Rhodesia. But the best 
hope for it—and perhaps the only hope—tles 
in the proposal that Mr. Owen and Ambas- 
sador Young have carried to Salisbury.

Farm laborers lead a harsh and uncertain 
‘ife. The Virginia apple growers say that 
they cannot recruit enough Americans to 
‘pandle the harvest and they want to import 

foreign labor, mainly from Jamaica, The 

- U.S. Labor Department says that the growers 
want foreign hands only because they are 
more docile, and it has refused to approve 
admitting them. Last week a federal judge 
ordered the department to grant approval. 
but the department is grumbling and re- 
aisting. 

When the court’s ruling was reported in 
the newspapers, by an illuminating coinc!- 
dence a story in the same issues noted the 
avemployment rate among black youths. It 
is now at the highest level ever recorded. 
On the following day the August unemploy- 
ment figures appeared. The U.S. rate has 
moved back up to 7.1 per cent of the labor 
force, with most of the increase among 
blacks. The rate for black teen-agers last 
month was 40.4 per cent, compared with 
14.7 per cent among whites of the same 
ages. Yet there are jobs open, as the case 
of the unpicked apples suggests. 

A Labor Department official acknowledged 
that the imported Jamaicans are “hard, good 
workers.” But he rather defensively argued 
that unemployed Americans “could be train~ 
ed into very good workers, too.” Trained? 
To pick apples? Surely training has very 
littie to do with it. Part of the trouble here 
is geography, and part is what you might 
call morale The apples are in the Virginia 
countryside, but most of the unemployed 
young people are in the cities. Recruiting 
city people for orchard work means vonsign~ 
ing them to the life of the rural labor camps. 
For most urban Americans, going to work as 
casual farm labor constitutes a very long 
step backward. : = 

Tt is the paradox of the labor market in 3 
society that makes a cardinal virtue of up- 


ward mobility, ambition and advancement 
Nobody wants to move back down the ladder, 
even under the pressure of poverty. When 
people are forced to do it. they commonly 
bring with them ἃ burden of resentment 
that is inimical to the kind of disciplined 
efficiency that, for example, the Jamaican 
apple pickers demonstrate. 


The case of the apple pickers can be 
duplicated in most of the industrial coun- 
tries. Unemployment in northern Europe 
is now at its highest point in a generation, 
but there are still plenty of Turks and Al- 
getians working hard at the jobs that 
Frenchmen and Germans will no longer 
touch. Perhaps a high unemployment rate 
will turn out to be a characteristic of ἃ rich 
country. But it becomes particularly ccr- 
tosive and divistve when it centers on spe- 
cific categories of people—in the United 
States, those who are young and black—who 
have never had steady work and see very 
little prospect of finding it. 

The Carter administration is currently get- 
ting @ good deal of criticism for its failure 
to come up with a broad, comprehensive 
solution to-that kind of unemployment. Sut 


there is, in reality, no such thing as a broad, . 


comprehensive solution. The only genuine 
remedies are going to be partial, local and 
experimental. It’s a highly intricate matter 
of fitting people and jobs together in their 
own patterns. Trying ta train city people 
to pick Virginia apples, for example, 1s not 
8 promising idea. Even the most hopeful of 
ventures will not always work, and yet 
there’s a responsibility to keep trying The 
one thing that the country cannot do with 
these unemployment rates is to ignore them. 
That's not an entirely new thought, but 
neither is it a bad one to repeat on Labor 
Day.

"Rhodesia Attack Is Feared 


Zambians lmpose a Blackout, 
Curfew in Area Near Border 


LUSAKA, Zambia, Sept. 4 
(Reuters).—Luseka was plunged 
into darkness last night after 
the government imposed a cur- 
few and blackout, apparently be- 
cause of heightenéd tension with 
neighboring Rhodesia, 


Camouflaged iroops patroled 
near President Kenneth Kaun- 
da’s officia] residence and an 
official announcement in the 
Government Gazette said that 
the measures had been taken in 
the interests of security and 
order. 

The operation came only four 
days after Zambia claimed that 
its Zambesi border town of 
Feira had been attrcked by 
Rhodesian jet bombers. 

Shortly before the blackout 
was imposed, traffic jams built 
up in the city center as residents 
headed home te beat the curfew. 

The curfew js to remain in 
effect until Tuesday, when it will 
be reviewed. The measures apply 
to Luseka and the towns of 
Chilanga, Kefue and Living- 
stone, all close to the Rhodesian 
border. Mr. EKaunda said last 
month that he had military in- 
telligence reports that the Rbo- 
desians, whose white minority 
government he bitterly opposes, 
Planned air strikes into Zambia 
between Aug. 28 and Sept, 7.
